' Part 2(a): the proposed Amendment CTaises several new issues in independent claims 1 and 1 1 that would require further consideration 
and search in order to make a concrete decision. In particular, the proposed Amendment C includes "dual rail Domino" in line 3, "the 
control signals. ..for multiple shifting operations" in lines 5-6, and "each of the logic gates. ..data transistors required" in lines 13-15. 
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
